Biden Vows Quick Action on Guns 



New policy proposals 
will be delivered to 
Obama by Tuesday 

Washington 

Pledging swift action to curb gun 
violence, Vice President Joe Biden 
says he will deliver new propos- 
als to President Barack Obama by 
next Tuesday. 

Biden said Thursday that while 
he had not finalized his recommen- 
dations, a consensus was emerging 
over banning assault weapons and 
high- capacity ammunition maga- 
zines as well as tightening back- 
ground checks. 

Biden also stressed a need for 
the government to collect informa- 
tion about “what kind of weapons 
are used most to kill people” and 
“what kind of weapons are traf- 
ficked weapons.” 

Some of those measures are 
likely to face opposition from some 


pro-gun groups, most notably the 
National Rifle Association. The 
group’s top lobbyist, James Baker, 
met with Biden on Thursday after- 
noon and suggested the group was 
unlikely to be a willing partner. 

“We will not allow law-abiding 
gun owners to be blamed for the 


acts of criminals and madmen,” the 
group said in a statement. Biden 
also met Thursday with sports- 
men and wildlife organizations. 

After the horrific shooting of 
schoolchildren in Newtown, Conn., 
Obama appointed Biden to lead a 
task force on preventing gun vio- 


lence. He set a late January dead- 
line for recommendations, which 
he pledged to act on swiftly.

The vice president said Thurs- 
day that while no recommendations 
would eliminate mass shootings, 
“there has got to be some common 
ground, to not solve every prob- 
lem but diminish the probability.” 

The NRA has worked to block 
gun-control efforts in the past and 
is opposing any new ones. In the 
wake of the Newtown shootings, 
NRA executive vice president Wayne 
LaPierre rejected efforts to tighten 
gun laws and instead recommend- 
ed putting armed guards in schools.

Should 1 Get Vaccinated? 

All the flu activity has led some to question whether this year’s flu shot is 
working. While health officials are still analyzing the vaccine, early indications 
are that it’s about 60 percent effective, which is in line with what’s been seen 
in other years. More than 128 million doses of flu vaccine have been distributed 
already, which is nearly 95 percent of the approximately 135 million doses that 
manufacturers were planning to make, officials said. Flu vaccinations are rec- 
ommended for everyone 6 months or older. Of the 20 children killed by the flu 
this season, only two were fully vaccinated, (ap)

From the Rocky Mountains to New 
England, hospitals are swamped 
with people who have flu symptoms. 
Some medical centers are turning 
away visitors or making them wear 
face masks, and one Pennsylvania 
hospital set up a tent outside its ER 
to deal with the feverish patients. 

Flu season in the U.S. has struck 
early and, in many places, hard. 

While flu normally doesn’t blan- 
ket the country until late January or 
February, it is already widespread 
in more than 40 states, with about 
30 of them reporting some major 
hot spots. On Thursday, health offi- 
cials blamed the flu for the deaths 
of 20 children. 


The evidence so far points to 
a moderate season. Dr. William 
Schaffner, a flu expert at Vanderbilt 
University in Nashville, and others 
say. It looks bad in part because last 
year was unusually mild and the 
main strain of influenza circulat- 
ing now tends to make people sicker. 


Also, the flu’s early arrival coin- 
cided with spikes in a variety of 
other viruses, including a child- 
hood malady that mimics flu and 
a new norovirus that causes vom- 
iting and diarrhea, or what is com- 
monly known as “stomach flu.”

Follow the Sun 


On Monday at 12:30 p.m., at the Dupont South 
escalators, you can witness a phenomenon that 
occurs only twice a year. And, no, I don't mean a 
group of tourists who all know to stand to the right. 
(That never happens.) According to the calculations 
of architect Steve Kunin, that's precisely — give or 
take half an hour — when the sun will align with the 
escalator shaft, creating a perfect tunnel of light 
from the top to the bottom. 


This marvel isn’t the sort of thing 
most riders appreciate, but Kunin is 
enlightened by his line of work: “We 
pay attention to sun angles a lot.” 

So a year ago, when he was on 
his way from his office to a lunch 
appointment and was stopped 
in his tracks by the amazing 
rays, Kunin decided to do some 
calculations to figure out when it 
would happen again. 

Using approximations from 
Google Earth and his escalator 


know-how (most are tilted at a 
30 -degree angle, he says), Kunin 
created a 3-D computer model. He 
then analyzed how the escalator 
shaft would line up with the sun 
and came up with dates on each 
end of the winter solstice: Nov. 23 
and Jan. 14. 

He’s decided to dub these days 
Metrohenge Dupont. It’s partly 
an homage to Manhattanhenge, 
which occurs the two days a year 
when the sunset is exactly in line 


with the New York City borough’s 
east-west streets. There’s also 
some Stonehenge-esque intrigue: 
When Kunin tried to use his iPhone 
compass to determine the direction 
of the Dupont South escalator shaft, 
he encountered a 
problem with the 
magnetic field. 

Kunin doubts 
these light events 
factored in to the 
design of Dupont — 
or any other Metro 
stop — unlike the 
pyramids and some 
churches that have been built 
with sun orientation in mind. But 
the alignment still seems like a 
good excuse to have some kind of 
celebration, so he made a special 
trip out of the office in November 
to check if his calculations were 
accurate. And they were. 

“I was tempted to turn to the 
people around me and say, 'Do you 
know what’s happening?’ But they 
were from out of town and didn’t 
seem interested,” says Kunin, who 
thinks Washingtonians need to 
find something else of significance 
happening this time of year to 
heighten the experience. “It’s 
not the start of spring, and it’s 
not the harvest season. Maybe 
there’s some historical event it 
aligns with.” 

Turns out, Kunin is right about 
that, too. Jan. 14 is a popular 
celebrity birthday (send cards to LL 
Cool J, Jason Bateman, Dave Grohl, 
Maureen Dowd, Steven Soderbergh, 
Shepard Smith, Taylor Branch, 
Faye Dunaway and Julian Bond). 
In medieval times, Christians 
celebrated Jan. 14 as the Feast of 
the Ass (not even kidding). 

It’s also celebrated as New 
Year’s Day by anyone following 
the Julian calendar. So maybe we 
should pop open some champagne? 
Just don’t drink any of it on the 
Metro.

Fact, Fiction and Film 

‘Zero Dark Thirty’ creates a new reality, blending journalism and drama 


Long before “Zero Dark Thirty” even 
hit theaters, it set off a dispute between 
lawmakers and intelligence officials over its 
dramatized account of a top-secret mission 
that perhaps should never have been divulged. 


In many ways, the film about the 
10 -year manhunt for Osama bin 
Laden, which opens in Washing- 
ton on Friday, hews to the classical 
lines of a tense procedural, as a CIA 
analyst, played by Jessica Chastain, 
puts together a string of leads that 
convince her the al-Qaeda leader is 
living in a compound in Pakistan. 

But with “Zero Dark Thirty,” a 
medium that has always occupied 
a space somewhere between histo- 
ry and myth has been pushed into 
one more indeterminate category, 
straddling journalism and drama. 
It asks viewers to develop a new set 
of standards by which to judge and 
process what’s onscreen. 

“What are the cultural criteria 
that get applied to this?” screen- 
writer Mark Boal asked in Decem- 
ber. “You know how to evaluate a 


book, if it’s ‘The Looming Tower’ 
or ‘The Green Zone.’ There’s this 
whole set of norms you can walk 
[them] through. And you know how 
to evaluate an article.” 

For his part, he said, he wants 
“Zero Dark Thirty” to be evaluat- 
ed first as a movie. “Then you go 
outside and see how it lines up with 
the rest of the world.” 

The movie wasn’t created in the 
conventional way, where filmmak- 
ers option articles or a book about 
the event and then dramatize it for 
the screen. Instead Boal, a former 
embedded journalist who wrote the 
Iraq War movie “In the Valley of 
Elah” and won an Oscar for direc- 
tor Kathryn Bigelow’s “The Hurt 
Locker,” did his own reporting for 
“Zero Dark Thirty.”

CONGRESSIONAL INQUIRY When he got wind of “Zero Dark 
Thirty," House Homeland Security Committee chief Peter King, 
R-N.Y., called for investigations into screenwriter Mark Boat’s access 
to classified information, expressing suspicion that the film would 
be a thinly veiled endorsement of President Barack Obama in an 
election year.

Boal, 
the screenwriter, appeared subdued by the onslaught, as the film has 
been battered by critics within the Beltway. 

DETAINEE COMPLAINTS Two former Guantanamo detainees 
on Thursday condemned “Zero DarkThirty," calling it an attempt to 
rehabilitate those guilty of rights abuses. “These people are getting 
away not only with committing the torture ... they’re justifying it," 
said ex-detainee Omar Deghayes, who was left partially blind after 
what he said was an American guard’s attempt to gouge out his 
eyes. The other ex-detainee, Bisher al-Rawi, said that casting heroes 
as torturers “will justify a very, very different mindset." Neither 
Deghayes nor al-Rawi have seen the movie, (twp/ap) 


previews, it became a vehicle for 
debate about Bush-era detainee pro- 
grams, “enhanced interrogation” 
techniques and black sites that were 
ignored or never fully entertained 
by many Americans at the time. 


Because of its 
unconventional 
provenance, “Zero 
Dark Thirty” has 
arrived earlier 
than most feature- 
film accounts of 
recent history. 


The torture scenes, while ugly 
and graphic, aren’t presented in 
neat, ends-justify-means terms. 
It’s the day-to-day tradecraft that’s 
shown to be more important in the 
intelligence hunt, as CIA opera- 
tives use deception, misdirection 
and resources to pursue and woo 
their leads. 

If “Zero Dark Thirty” makes 
an editorial statement, Boal and 
Bigelow say, it’s in an operative’s 
line about “the big breaks and the 
little people who make them hap- 
pen.” They aim to pay tribute to 
the kind of officials and bureau- 
crats who are so often scorned out- 
side Washington. 

“Bin Laden wasn’t killed by 
superheroes,” Boal said. “These 
are people doing their job, and in 
a sense that’s extraordinary and 
in a sense it’s not.” 

But is it problematic that, on 
the way to condensing a secret 
10 -year history into a film, “Zero 
Dark Thirty” takes some liberties 
with characters and events? 

In an era when investigative 
reporting is becoming increas- 
ingly rare, journalism will surely 
keep migrating into other forms, 
creating a new audience of citi- 
zen-spectators. At least Boal hopes 
so: In December, he announced 
plans to form Page One Produc- 
tions, through which he’ll work 
with reporters to create TV and 
feature films. 

“If news can be entertain- 
ment, which it is on certain 
cable channels, why can’t it be 
a two-way street?” Boal asked.

Ravens Keep Rice Fresh 


Backup, passing game

It’s the time of year when Ray Rice 
usually begins to feel the effects of 
being the Baltimore Ravens’ go-to 
guy on offense. 

This season, however, has been dif- 
ferent. Rice had a combined 318 carries 
and catches over the 16 -game sched- 
ule, the lowest total since his rookie 
year in 2008. 

Part of the reason is that the Ravens 
(11-6) relied heavily on quarterback 
Joe Flacco, who set a career high in 
yards passing. In addition, rookie 
Bernard Pierce logged 108 carries as 


Rice’s backup. 

Rice isn’t complaining, because he’s 
neither tired nor bruised as the Ravens 
prepare for their l8th game of the sea- 
son, on Saturday in Denver against the 
top-seeded Broncos (13-3). 

“I’m fresh in the playoffs. I’m 
healthy,” the 5-foot-8 Rice said. “This 
is the best I’ve ever felt, but obvious- 
ly, that’s because I’ve had a guy come 
in, and when he gets in there, we don’t 
lose a step.” 

Pierce will get his share of carries 
against the Broncos, but the Ravens 
will be counting heavily on Rice to help 
establish ball control and, in the pro- 
cess, keep Denver quarterback Peyton 
Manning off the field. 

“He’s a great back and can obvi- 
ously turn a little play into a 50 -yard 
gain,” Baltimore guard Marshal Yanda 


said. “It’s exciting to block for guys like 
that. You want guys like that on your 
team — playmakers. He’s been doing 
that for us for five years. We know what 
he’s about and how important he is to 
our offense.” 

Rice had his fourth straight 1,000- 
yard rushing season and earned his 
third invitation to the Pro Bowl. His 
numbers during the regular season are 
usually impressive, but in the playoffs 
he has topped the 70-yard mark on the 
ground only once — a 159 -yard effort 
against New England in January 2010. 

“Obviously, I want to be a guy that’s 
remembered by his playoff play,” Rice 
said. “It’s time to step it up anoth- 
er level.”

From the very first scenes of “Zero Dark Thirty,” 
director Kathryn Bigelow demonstrates why 
she is such a formidable filmmaker, as adept 
with human emotion as with visceral, pulse- 
quickening action. Starting with an opening 
sequence that consists of a blank screen and an 
audio track of the anguished 911 calls of people in 
the World Trade Center towers on Sept. 11, 2001, 
Bigelow cuts to a squalid prison two years later, 
where a CIA official is torturing a detainee. 


It’s this harrowing scene — during which 
an al-Qaeda associate is waterboarded 

— that has put Bigelow and “Zero Dark 
Thirty” screenwriter Mark Boal in the 
middle of a bizarre political firestorm, 
with critics from all sides accusing them 
of distorting the role torture played in 
locating Osama bin Laden. But it’s also 
during this sequence that Bigelow — i 
who won an Oscar in 2010 for directing 
the Iraq war drama “The Hurt Locker” | 

— unequivocally establishes her com- 
mand presence as a filmmaker. 


Anyone who appreciates movies at 
their most engrossing, taut and well- 
crafted will be supremely rewarded by 
a film that makes a 10-year bureaucrat- 
ic slog utterly riveting. 

“Zero Dark Thirty” is best appre-

procedural that hews closely — but not 
literally — to real-life events. 

Our guide is a CIA analyst named 
Maya Qessica Chastain), a young agen- 
cy recruit whose obsession with track- 
ing down bin Laden eventually takes on 
the contours of a holy mission. 

It happens that the Maya character 
coincides closely with a real-life CIA 
operative who was deeply involved in 
the search for bin Laden. But she also 
plays an important structural role in 
the film, as the personification of the 
intelligence and military personnel 
who, through dint of perseverance and 
determination, finally got their man. 


‘*Zero Dark Thirty” is 
best appreciated as 
pure entertainment 
that hews closely — 
but not literally — to 
real-life events. 


“Here’s to the big breaks, and the lit- 
tle people that make ’em happen,” says 
Maya’s fellow analyst, Jessica Qennifer 
Ehle), a sentiment that, more than any, 
sums up the film’s chief ethos. 

Bigelow did an outstanding job 
bringing that faceless population to life, 
enlisting a cast of charismatic actors to 
bring memorable verve to otherwise dry 
proceedings — including Chris Pratt and 
Joel and Nash Edgerton as the SEAL 
operators who raided the compound 
in Abbottabad on May 2, 2011, and, a 
half-hour later, killed Osama bin Laden. 

Bigelow stages that sequence in vir- 
tual real time, mostly with night-vision 
optics, injecting an astonishing degree 
of tension and suspense into the raid. 

“Zero DarkThirty” portrays the final 
mission not with triumphalist zeal or 
rank emotionalism but with a reserved, 
even mournful sense of ambivalence. Just 
as Bigelow trusts filmgoers to think crit- 
ically about the war on terror without 
her editorializing, she leaves it to us to 
figure out what killing bin Laden real- 
ly meant — the ends, the means and all 
those unresolved data points in between.

Oscar Noms: My First Take 


The Academy Award 
nominations were announced 
Thursday, meaning we can 
now all pretend we’re not in 
the middle of this horrible, 
desolate, bad-movie wasteland 
by talking about the good 
movies we saw last year (or, in 
some cases, will see soon). 

On one hand, I think that any competition 
that’s based on opinion is a litde silly — that 
includes such things as figure skating and 
“Top Chef.” On the other hand, there’s a 
part of me that loves arguing and analyzing 
the Oscars. And while I’m sure I’ll be 
writing plenty about who I think should 
win (go “Beasts of the Southern Wild”!), 
here are my first reactions: 

Sweetest Victory 

This one goes to me, because I bet my 
story editor that “Beasts of the Southern 
Wild” would earn four major- category 
nominations and it did: Best Picture, 
Best Actress for Quevenzhane Wallis, 
Best Director for Benh Zeitlin and Best 
Adapted Screenplay for Zeitlin and Lucy 
Alibar. He has to give me Berger Cookies. 

Controversy That’s Not 

Kathryn Bigelow, the first woman ever 
to win the Best Director Oscar (for “The 
Hurt Locker” three years ago), didn’t get 
another nomination for her “Zero Dark 
Thirty,” a Best Picture nominee. Some say 
it’s because the film’s depiction of torture 
turned off some voters, but with nine Best 
Picture nominees and only five Director 
slots, she’s in good company: Ben Affleck 
(“Argo”), Tom Hooper (“Les Miserables) 
and Quentin Tarantino (“Django 
Unchained”) are also guaranteed to be 
keeping their seats when Best Director 
is announced. 

Most Undeserved 

Helen Hunt for Best Supporting Actress 
for “The Sessions.” The film — which 
was largely carried by the (snubbed) John 
Hawkes — reeked of a Hallmark movie, 
but with nudity. Hunt’s performance was 
hailed as courageous, which is rnovie-

Slick, sick, self-consciously stylish 
and defiantly shallow, “Gangster 
Squad” is one of those movies you 
can’t talk about without invoking 
other movies.
